American socioty, because of its DJestern-Chrietian-Capital- 
ist beg, is organized on the fundamental premise that man is 
bad, society evil, and thsti People must be motivated and 
Porccd by extar nel ceuerd and puniehront. 

We are a new ganerction, species, race, tile are bred on

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• Therm. is a war going on in tho Western tiorld: a war of 
gcnocido by tho old ogainet the young. 

The economy isclosed, It does not need us. Everything io 
built. 

So the purpose of universities is i to get ua off tho 
streets. Schools are baby-sitting agencies; The purpose of 
the Vlotnom uar isi to got rid of blacks, fhoy aro a nuisance. 
America got the work aha needed out of blacks, but now 3he 
has no use for then. 

It io d psychological uar. Thu old soy, "We want you to 
die for us" The old send the young to die for the old. Uur 
roeponoo? Draft-cord burning and draft dodgingl Uo uen't dio 
for you. 

Young whites are dropping out of uhita society. We are 
getting our heads straight, cceating new identities. We're 
dropping out of middle-class institutions, leaving their 
schools, running away Pron thoir homos, ond forming cur own 
conrrunities. We aro Decoding the neu niggers. 

I'n getting on a plane on route to Washington, fin airline 
official comes up to me and says, "You can't go on this air- 
plane. “ 

"Why not?* I ask. 

"Because you snell." 

That‘e what thoy UGod to cay about black people, renenber? 
They don't say that about black people anymore. They'd get 
punched in thoir fucking nouths. 

Our long hair communicates disrespect to America. A racist, 
short-hair society gets frnakod by long hair. It blinds 
pooplo. In Vietnam, Amarlce bombs tho Victnomcoc, but cannot 
see. then becauee they are 1 brown. Lona huir is vital to us 
because it onablas uo to rocogniso oaoh othor. Wo have white 
skin like our oppressors. Long hair ties us together into e 
visible counter-community. 

A cor drives doun the street, par onto in front, end 15- 
year-old longhair kid in back. The kid gives me the "V" 
sign! That'c tho kind of communication toking plaeo. 

Within our community ue have the seeds of a new society. 

He have our own comnunlcat ions network, the underground press. 
Uo hove the beginnings of c new fomily otruoturc in comnunca. 

Ue have our ouin stinulunts. 

When tin, cops broke into my heme on tho Lower EasL Side 
to arrest ms for possession of pot, it was likR Anerican 
Boldioxs invading a Vistneneoc village. They experienced 
cultural shock. Fidel Castro was on the wall. Tney couldn't 
bolievo ifc! Boadol Thoy ployod with ny beads For 20 minutcc. 

When the cops kidnapped me in Chicago, they intervieued 
ne as if I had ju3t landed from Wars. 

"Do you fuck each other?" 

"What is it like on LSD?" 

"Do you talk directly with tho Uiol Cong?" 

The two generations cannot conmuniceto with one another 
because of our different historical experiences. Our parents 
suffered through the Dsproeoion end World War II, Wc experi- 
ence the consumer economy and the U.S.A. as a military bully 
in Vietnam. 
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From 1964 to 1968 the movement has been involved in the 
destruction of the old symbolo of Ancrioa. Through our antLons 
ue have redermed those symbols for the youth. 

Kido growing up today oxpcct school to bo a place to 
demonstrate , sit-in, fight authority, and maybe got arrested. 
Demonstrations becoma tho initiation rites, rituals, and 
social oclobrotiono of e ns« generation. 

Remember the_PentaQon, center of tho nilitary ego? We 
urinated on it. Thousands of stonod froaks stormed the place, 
carrying Che’s picture and stuffing flouers in the rifles 
of tho 82nd Airborne. 

Remember the Democratic Convention? UhoJ after Chicago, 
can read schoolbook descriptions of national political con- 
ventions with a straight faco anymore? The farce within the 
convention became clear because of tno war between the yippica 
end tho cops in tho streets. 

Ue are celling the blufr on tho reyths of America. Once 
the myth is exposed, the structure behind it crumbles like 
eond. Chooa results. People must creeto new rooiitios. In 
tha process ue create new myths, and those new nyths forecast 
tho future.

TU has dranatizod tho longhair drop-cut movement so wall 
that virtually every young kid In the coyntry wants to grow 
up and bo a demonstrator. What do you want to bo when you 
grow up? A flrenan? A cop? A professor? ; 

"I want to grow up and mako history." 1 

Young kids watch TV's thrill-packed coverage of demon- 
strations - including the violence and excitement - and 
droan about being in them. They look like fun. ' 

Nayor Daley put out this television film about Chicago. 

It hod copo beating up young longhairo. In ond occno, the 
cops threw a tear-cas canictor into the crowd, and on 3 demon- 
strator picked it up ond hoovod it right back. Who do you 
think every kid in the country identified with? Then the 1 
announcer said the chi Her « "These demonstrations are Com- 
munist lod! . . ." * 

Communism? Uho the hell knows Trcm Connunisa? We never 
lived through Stalin. Ue road about it, but it doesn't affoot 
uo sraotionally. Our onotional reaction to Communism is Fidel 
marching into Havana In 1959. 

Thoro io WO WORD thot tha Won has to turn off your yoilth, 
no scare uord. 

"Thoy'ro Pdr ANARCHY!" 

Damn right, we’re for anarchy! This country is fucking 
over-crgani?ed anyway. 

’DON'T DO THIS, DON'T DO THAT, DON'T I * 

Graving up in America is looming what NOT to do. 
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We sayx "DO IT, 00 IT. DO MHATEVEft YOU WAMT TU 00." 

Our battlegrounds arc the campuses of America. White 
middle-class youth a?p strategically located In the high 
schools and collcgo3 of this country. They ore our powor 
bases. If ona day 100 campuses wore closed in a nationally 
coordinated rebellion, uip could Porco the Proeidont of the 
United States to sue for peace at the conference table. 

As long as ue are in school uo an? prisoners. Schools 
ore voluntary jailo. Ue muat libaretc ouraclvos. 

Dig the geography of a university. You can always tell 
what fcne rulers hava up thoir cloovos whon you check out 
the physical environnent they create. The buildings tell 
you how to behave. Then there is less need for burdensome 
ruloc and cop3. They designed classrooms so that students 
sit in rows, one arter tha other, hierarchically. Pacing 
the proPossor who otandc up in Promt talking to all of thon. 

Classrooms say« 

"Listen to the Drofooaor. 

"Ho tccches you. 

“Keep your place. 

"Don't etrotch out. 

"Don't lie on the floor. 

"Don't relax. 

"Don't speak out of turn. 

"Don't take off your clothes. 

"Don't got emotional. 

"Let the mind rule the body. 

"Lat the needs of the classroom rule the nind. * 

Classrooms are totalitarian environments. The main pur- 
pose of school and education in Anerica is to force you to 
accept and love authority, and to distrust your own sponta- 
neity and emotions. 

Hou can you grou in tsuch an over-str ucturod environment? 

You can't. Schools aren't for looming. Classrooms should b.e 
organized in circles, with the orofessor one part of the 
oirclo. A circle is o domocrotio onvironmont. Try breaking 
up the environnent. Scream "Fuck" in the middle of your 
prof's locturo. 

So, we organize a University of the Flush. Four of us go 
into a classroom. Wo eit in tho niddlo of tho class. Tho lec- 
ture is on"thinking" . Thinking! 

Wo take off our shirts, smoke joints, and start French 
kissing. A lot of students get nervous. This goes on for 
10-15 minutes, and the professor goes on with his lecture like 
nothing ie happening. Finally a girl ssyc, 'The people thsrc 
are causing a distraction, and could they either put their 
shirts back on or could they please leave." 

And the prof says, "Well, 1 ogreo with that. I think that 
if you're not hero to hear what I 'cr saying..." 

Wo shout i "You can't sopsrato thinking Pron loving! Mg 
ore hard in thought!!" 

And the prof says, Moil, in ny Classroom I give tho locccn'.' 

Scratch a professor dcop ond you find a cop! Fucking 
roilquotoastl Didn't havo the outa to throw us out, but in his 
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classroom, HE GIl/ES the lesson; So ho sends his teaching 
assistant' to got tho cope, ond we split. 

We must bring psychological guerrilla liar to the Univer- 
sity. The mind ie pregranmod. Get in thoro and brook that 
bloody program! 

Can you inagine what a fooling a profoscor has standing 
in front of o claas ond looking ct a room Pull of bright 
faces taking Gown every word he says, raising their hands 
and asking hire questions'? It roolly nokos semoono think ho 
ia God. And to top it off, he has the pouer to reward and 
punish you, to decide uihothor or not you aro fit to advance 
in tho ccademic rot race. Is this environment the right one 
for teacher and student? bocratos is turning in his grave. 

I was tolling a professor of philosophy at Berkaloy that 
neny of his students were wiser men than he, oven though lie 
nay have read more books and momcrizod more theories. Ho 
replied, "Well, I must take the load in the transfer of 
knowledge. - Ironsfer of knowledge! Uhat is knowledge? 

How to Live. 

How to Legalize Marijuana. 

How to Make a Revolution. 

How to frGG People from Jail. 

How to Organize Against the CIA. 

Uhon o professor takes off his suit and tie, end joins 
us In the streets, then 1 say, "Hoy nan, what's your rust 
name? Yeu’re my brother. Lot's oo. Uo'ro togothor." 

I don’t dig tho "professor ’ 'bullshit. I am nore inter- 
ested in a 15-year-old stoned dope freak living on street 
corners than I am in o Ph.D. 

There is entl-intellectualism in America because oro- 
fnsoors have croatod an artificial onvironnont* That is 
why the average working guy does not respect professors. 

Tho university is a protoctivo and plastic scene, shield- 
ing people from the reality of life, the reality of suffer- 
ing, or ecstasy, of struggle. The university converts the 
agony of life into tho security of words and booke. 

fou can't learn anything m school. Spend one hour in 
0 jail or a courtroom and you will learn moro than in five 
years spent in a univarsity. All I .learned in school was 
hew to heat the system, hew to fakro answers. But thoro aro 
no one wore. There crc only more quootiens. Life la a long 

j ourney of Questions, answered through the challenge of 

iving. You would novar know that, living in a univorsity 
ruled by the "right" ansuers to tho wrong questions. Graffiti 
in school bathronns tolls you nore about what's on pooplo's 
ninds than oil the books in the library. 

We must liberate ourselves. I dropped out. The shit got 
up to my nock ond I stopped oating. 1 soldi WO. 1)0. NO! ! 

I'm dropping out, 

People at Columbia found out what it folt like to loern 
whom thoy seized buildings ond llvod in communes for days. 

We have to redesign the -environment and remake human 
relationships. But if you try it, you win bo kicked out. 

You know wliat professors and dcano will soy? "If you 
don't liko it horn, uihy don't you QO hack to Russia!" 
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A lot' io doncndcd of white, nlcJdle-c loss youth in 1969. 
The whole thino about technological and bureaucratic soci- 
oty ia that It is not node for hoioos. Ue must beconc horocs. 

The young kids living in the strcots os new niggers are 
the pionporc of tomorrow, living dcngorously and oxictwn- 
tially. 

Tho yippiss uent to Chicago to have our oun counter- 
fostivol, 8 "Festival of Life" in the parks of Chicago, as 
a human contrast to the "Convention of Death" of the Demo- 
crats. 

I get e phone call on Christmas Day, 1967 from Marvin 
Carson, the editor of tho San Francisco Express-Tines, and 
he says, "Hey, it looks like the Peace and Freedom Party is 
not going to oet on the ballot." 

I oay, "I don't core. I'm not intorcetod in doctoral 
politics anyway." 

And he say9, "Let's run a pig for President." 

An arrew shoots through ray brain. Veah! A pig, with 
buttons, pesters, bumper stickers. 

"America, why toko holf e hog, when you con hove tho 
whole hog?" 

At tho Democratic Convention, the pigs noninato tho Pres- 
ident and he eats the people. At tho yippie convention, we 
nominate our pig and after he makes his nominating speech, 
ws ect him.

I cm so scored of George Uollocc that 1 wore his Pucking 
canpalgn button, I went to his campaign rally - all old 
ladies. Thar© are six Nazis who co<no uith black gloves and 
noutlipiocus , looking For a fight. And two fights brook out. 
Tun Qiiys with long hair bpat the shit out of them. 

1 on not efraid of the right wing because tho right 
Ding does not have tho youth behind it. "Straight" people 
gat very freaked by Wallace. "Freaks" know the best way to 
fuck Wallace up. We support him. 

At Wallace's rally in the Cow Palace in San Francisco, we 
o on i; with signs spying, "CUT THE IB HAIR!" "SEND THEM BACK TG 
APPIC A!" "30MB THE V IE7NAHESE BACK TO Th£ STONE AGE!" Uhen 
uo arrive there is a pickat linogetng on in front oP the 
roily. I rocognizs it is the Communist Party picketing. Uhet? 
Picketing U-allsoc? 1 unlk up to ny friend Bettina Aptfieker 
and so/i “Bsitino, you^ro legitimizing him. You’re legiti- 
mizing him by pickoting. Instead, support hin, kiss him. When 
he says tho noxt hippio in front of his car will bo tho last 
hippio, chser ! Loudly 1" 

Idg have about two hundred pooplo there, and we are the 
loudest people at tho rally. Cvery five oooondo ws ore jump- 
ing ud and swearing, “Hnil! Hitler! Holl! Hitiorl" 

Wallace is a 3iok man, America ie the loony bin. Tho 
only way to cure liar la through thoetrical shock. Wallace la 
noeoseary bscaueo ho brings to the surface the racism and 
hate that ia deep within the oountry. 

The yippie Fugs spearheaded the inti-war movement of the 
past five yoarc by touring thoators and danoo hollo shouting 
Into a microphone! "KILL, KILL, KILL ren PEACE! KILL, kill, 
KILL FOR PEACE!" 

Wijliaco says aloud what moot pooplo ooy privately. Ho 
exposes the boast within liberal fmeri.ee. Ho entoarrassoa the 
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liberal uho says in one breath, "Oh, 1 like Negroes," and then 
in another breath, "Ic must eliminate crime in tha etroots."

I cell him back that afternoon and he says, 'Well, I 
just talked to HUAC in llaehingtcn, and you nro right. They 
ore having hearings, and they are looking for you in Neui 
York." 

“In NEW YCRK? I've been in Berkeley o week! You guys 
ore sure doing a shitty Job trying to save this country I" 

Wo exaggerate tho euruoillanco powers of cope. Wo 
shouldn't. They arc lazy. Their laziness naybe the one reeson 
why America doesn't yet have a totally efficient police state. 

The cops were net lazy in Chicago. Trtoy followed "tho 
leaders" continuously, 24 hours a day. If you are trailed 
by four cope just six steps behind you, you con't do vory 
much. But the people really doing things - ujhy, the cops 
didn't even know who they ;uoro! 

Pigo cannot relate to anarchy. They do not understand a 
movenent based on personal freedom. When they look at our 
movenonfc, they look for a hierarchy! loadore, lieutenants, 
followers. 

The pigs think that we aro organized like their pig 
deportment, Wc are not, and that's why mb are going to win.

The 
rifle uas a model of tho rifles the.Viot Cong steel and then 
uoc to kill American soldiers in Uietnom, 

The pigs stop me at the door of the hearings. They qreb 
the bullets end the gun, It is e dramatic noment. Prooa and 
yipples pack us in tightly. The pigs drag ne down three 
flights of stoics and rosove tho bullets, leaving tho gun, 
Viet Cong pajamas, Eldridgc Cleaver buttons, Black Panther 
beret, war paint, earrings, bandolero, and the bells which 
ring every time I novo my body. I*y coctuno corrioC o non- 
verbal messages "Wc must ell become stoned guerrillas." 

The secret to tho costume uas the painted tits. Guerrilla 
war in America is going to cone in psychedelic colors. U« 
are hippie-guerrillas. 

In IlUAC's chambers Abbio Hoffman jumpa up and yells out, 
"day 1 go to the bathroon?” Young kids reading that in their 
hemotoun paporc giggle because they have to ask permission 
every time they want to go to the bothroon in school. 

The message of my costume flipped across the country in 
one day» an example of our ueo of tho onony'a institutions - 
her mass madia - to turn on and comnucicate uiltn one another. 
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1 more a Santa Claus costumo to HUAC tuio nonths later in 
a direct ettempt to reach the head of every child in tho 
country. 

due victories arc catching up with usi America isn't 
ready to repain us yet, Out tho future doesn't look easy. 

From .tuna to November 1968, when I was helping to organ- 
ize l he demons ticti on against the Democratic convention in 
Chic ego, I experienced the following oxample of Americana* 

'Now York pigs use a phony scorch warrant to bust into my 
apartment, question ne, beat me, search tho apartment, and 
arrest me for alleged folonious possession of marijuanai a 
pig in Chicago disguises hlnself os a biker to "ihfiltroto" 
tho yippies as an aoent provocateur and spy i he bu3ts me on 
a Promo-up, "solicitation to mob action? o Polony punishable 
by five years in the penj the judOG lmpo3G3 .J 2 S.OOO bail and 
restricts my travel to Illinoier then tho Justice Oepartnent 
in a document to a l/irginio court admits that it maintains 
"electronic surveillance. . .of Jerry Kubin...in the interests 
of nctioncl security.*
